Chester Jordan, aged 29 years, an Vic- 
tor, of 506 Moaford street, Soniervllie, 
Is held by the police charged Witll tho 
murder, and lonlgiu, according to tho 
ofltcers, h.-* made a full confession of tho 
crime. According to Jordan, he acci- 
dentally killed his wife Tuesday niglit 
in a quarrel at their lioino and becom- 
ing desperate, went out and bouglit a 
butclior'H knife and li.-ick saw and cut 
up the body and placed the torso in a 
trunk. Ho then planned to take the 
steamer Harvard, which was scheduled 
to leave last night for Now York and 
throw the trunk overlioard. Tho fact 
that the Harvard was laid off owing to 
an accident dlsurrangod bis plans, and 
he v>-as obliged to liiri^ a haekman to 
lak(! the trunk to a Hoston boardlng- 
housrj on Hancock stvi.et, to avvolt a 
miiri'. favorable opportunity. 

The discovery of the crime was duo 
to tlie suspicions of the liackmnn, Jas. 
Collln.s, who had in mind the numerous 
robberies wlili.'h have taken place in 
and about Loston recently, and sur- 
mising from tlie welgl-t that the trunk 
ho was carrying about contained sil- 
vorware, notUled ttie i,ioIlce. 

Sergeant IMIcliael Crowly was de- 
tailed to go over to the Hancock street 
hous(! and Investigate.

Japanese neuspapers receive^ yes- 
terday have severe criticisms iof tho 
army based on; tho recent 'stfoo'llng of 
Capt. Kawaklta, an alleged traitor at 
Pckin and recent discoveries of other 
army scandals. Many Toklo papers 
laicc the Pekin incident as a text for 
a severe criticism of tho conduct of 
aririy officers- in general. Several in 
stance^.; have, lately occurred of the 
removal or retlrenient of Junior offi- 
cers Jnj connection With more or less 
flagrant scandals. General Terauchi, 
minister oflwar; taatf issued .a stringent 
order on the subject,' Oount ^ogl is 
quoted as stating ■■ characteristically 
tliat until the senior officers i^et a 
better example tho juniors cannot bo 
e.N-pccted to walk very straight. Tho 
newspapers, however, are' disposed 'to 
regard this lapse from grace as a 
(D.-ect result of tlie recent war, which 
brouglu to military men reward such 
as could hardly fall to inspire unecon- 
omical ideas. One paper cites tlio case 
of Germany as illustrating the cor- 
rupting influences produced tipon a 
great arm.v by signal victurie.q and re- 
fer.s to Chinese history also as fur- 
nishing similar illustrations. A Toklo 
journal iniblishcs a picture of a Masa- 
mune blade which has just been talten 
from its case Hi'.d !•• found to bo cov- 
ered witli rust. This apt idea appears 
to Iiave appealed, strongly to public 
fancy and to have suggested the sus- 
picion that the country is spending 
immense'' sums on a force which will 
prove iteolE comparatively , worthless 
in the hour of crisis. 

Tlu; Jap.an Times, an official organ, 
publislies a ilel'ence of the honor of 
tho army, urging that tlie public should 
not condemn the whole army for tlie 
crimes of a few. The Tokio Asahi 
also writes in defence. It can not 
understand how only three years after 
tho w&r the world-renowned heroic 
spirit of the Japanese soldiery should 
liavo departed, Tho Asahl say.s: "It 
can not be that the lack of moral edu- 
cation of .a stringent nature of former 
days in schools and society Is showing 
Its effect upon the military class. Tbo 
schools at least have galmul by the 
I lieroic episodes of the war inateri;il.s 
' lor their moral teaching. >,'or can 
society in general bo said to have 
eliaiigi-d In its mor.'il tone from what 
It was bi'fore tho war, although the 
[ieoi)l(> ;ire getting hack into a quieter 
tone of mind from tho feverlsli excite- 
nienl of tlie war time. No, if there 
lie any sign of demoralization among 
the .I;ip:ui..-ae soldiery, it is tlie sliglit 
iiidiilgeneo in the good things of life 
mado possible for them by the dis- 
tribution of Konle 100,000,000 yen 
among them in the shape of rewards 
and pri;;cs and of sonic 10,000,000 yen 
annually attached to their decorations. 
Quite large in the aggr<!gate, that sum 
has been distributed with careful aii- 
portlonment to all -ranks, and classes 
of men who sdrved''thelr country In 
any shape. What llttld' luxury the ex- 
tra income mlghtih'a-Vfe^.beon turned 
Into can not ho Off- i.^ serious nature 
or of consequences such' a.s' to justify 
the wholesale charge loss of moral 
among our men o/ tho sword. 1'ho 
recent events are fcausing the higher 
military authoritle!3, to exercise more 
careful supervision over the ranks, 
and the whole affair. should end there."

Calgary, ^ Alta., - Sept. 3.— Eluding 
plain clothes men, and there does not 
seem to bo many of them, a Daily 
Xew.s reporter yesterday got into the 
C. P. R. shops to ha-vo a look around 
to see how things were going since 
the: .strike ptarted. There have boon 
all kinds of stories and .the Dally Xews 
has publi.shed a lot of them, its col- 
umns being open to both juirtlos In the 
controversy. Seeing Is believing, as 
the old .saw goes, anil to ^see was the 
object of tho ri;porter's visit. 

It was in no partisan spirit ho went, 
for Ills s.vtnpatlile.s, if a newspaper 
man could be guilty of having any, 
are with the men. He didn't want to 
get tales to carry out to the men, nor 
chance to hit the company. The re- 
I)orter W(?nt into .see if the company 
ire jmtlln.g up anytliing like a reason- 
ibly good light and to give the public 
the facts and nothing but the facts.

"When conditions are normal, tho 
needs .iro anticipated sometimes as far 
as three months ahead but that Is 
not possible now. "What the comp.any 
alms at apriareiitly is to keep traftlc 
moving now aiVl if the.v succeed in 
doing that the public won't ho likoly 
to Iclck anil the task of wearing out the 
striker., becomes easier. It is said 
tliat then- Is more freight being hand- 
led now than before the strike started 
and it'.s very likely- true. 

Ther(> :ir(! no .lapanese at work in 
tho Calgar.v shops today. They have 
gone, but where, tlie re]>orter does not 
luiow. Only oni> .lapaneso was seen 
in the wcirks and he was apjiarently 
didng the rougher work on the staff 
of the contractor who is feeding tho 
.^trlke-lireakers. The machinery was 
fairl,\' well in ojieration at tho black- 
smith shops. There were seven forges 
being worked, the. rest standing idle. 
As to tho competency of the men, the 
Dallv News reporter not being a ma- 
ciiinist, couldn't glyo expert opinion, 
l)ut he haa'tbe^nervo-to clalhi.' ordinary 
intolligcnco and the ability to form 
an impression. Machines worth. It is 
said, from $3,000 to $10,000 each were 
being opd'ated and an incompetent 
man could not-,pperate . them. Tho 
Dally New^'-.' man' has a vlsibn of a 
hurry-'np. call for the ambulance should 
he ■attempt to "monkey" with them. 
Common, '' ordinary Hrltish decency 
compels tho admission that tho men 
working on these inachinea must know 
what they aro doing.' .Tust fancy tho

Proof of Competency.

One mogul had dipped over on its riglit 
side near Kovelstolvc and looked badly 
battered. Another onu had apparently 
been In a big smash, and wag brought 
In on a Hat car. This also' happened In 
the mountains. 

Just liow many engines are In at a. 
time when the conditions are normal, 
the Dally News man does not know, but 
after a:i hour or two spent In the siiops 
the Impression was gained that there 
are more i;nglnes in now, not bccauso 
engines arc going out of repair faster 
than when in use, hut because the re- 
duced staff could not naturally be ex- 
pected to turn out the work as rapidly.

One of the 
carsheds, which lia'S been fitted up as 
living quarters with berths along the 
wall very much after the fashion of a 
sleeping car minus' the sumptuousneas, 
lirovldes tlie jien with comfdrtable 
sieeplnfe quarters.' ' 'Ih'rariother' coriier, 
partitioned iqtt tori the puopo9e,''ls.'tha 
dlnlngroom. The tables 'are -set- for 
about 200. The'dlshes are agate, but 
perfectly .clean. The grub on the table 
Is of the .very best, and lots of it. 'rhe 
Dally News 'man 'hunted up the chef 
and asked for the stuff supplied at noon 
yesterday. Here It Is: Soup, eight gal- 
lons; bread, twenty-five loavc's; pork.

Of 
coui-se th.ire arc a good many white 
men employed In connection with the 
saw mills. It Is also true that a ma- 
jority of the farm laborers are .Orien- 
tals, and tlio reason Is that white men 
are not available. If they Wr'-rc they 
would be given the prcforcnco, other 
things being oqunl; hut most farmers 
prefer an Industrious Oriental to a 
white man, who pxpects to be treated 
as though he. were first cousin • to tho 
whole'Hbuse of Lords. 

The statement that "masters and 
men arc alike suffering frotn lack of 
work" • ls"untrue. There is plenty of 
woric for'" contractors in building or 
otherwise, and men, wlio are willing to 
ivorJc at tlioir trades need not renuiln 
idle. Tho special correspondent of tho 
Dominion Labor Gazette, writing from 
Victoria, said in his last monthly re- 
port: "During the past month labor 
has been well employed, practically all 
tho Industries being fun to full enpa- 
clty." A .statement of, this kind from a 
governmont ofllclai, who is a represen- 
tative of organized labor, is worth a 
million lying letters of anonymous 
cowards. The statement that workmen 
cannot get their iiay is another false- 
hood, anjl the reason a-ssigned is ridi- 
culous, for workmen have a. lien upon 
buildings for their wages. It., is pro- 
bably quite true that a foreman may 
sometimes have $100 ( .C 20) c6ming to 
him; we do not supposa there arc many, 
such cases, althougli, if the foreman is 
paid by the month, he is very likely to 
liave much more than that sum coming 
to him. It i-s also, tjrobably true enough 
that some of tho workmen have $2,5 
(£5) coming to them, probably mo.st of 
them have by the time pay-day comes 
around, -and Hjften 'more. 'They Wiild 
not work long If th.ey did not have, if 
not that sum, at least something not 
far short of it in the weeldy pay en- 
velope. The statement that working- 
men are never paid In full 48"!'a bald 
falsehood. The statement that'^,th'e cus- 
tomers of tho retail merchant^ never 
pay UP In full, but only "something on 
account." is only another way of say- 
ing that tlielr eriMlit Is good and they 
have running accounts. As failures of 
retail houses are of rare occurrence, it 
seems as If the merchants mu.-St get 
their pay from their custoin'er.s, Tho

written from Victoria to the Yorkshire 
Post. "We do '"o in order that Colonist 
readers may know what sqmij one, who 
professes to live " here, saysia bout this 
City and British Columbia. We also are 
jljnfluenced by the hope that some of the 
!^esldents of this and other part^ of the 



lluential journal, and the appearance of 
^.uch a letter in its'columns is therefore 
'calculated to do A great deal of Injury. 
The correspondent had not the courage 
t<i sign his nanu'. Our suggestion Is 
that those, who may write In contradlc- 
.tion of the statements'contained in the 
■jetter, ■shall sign their letters with their 
,own names for publication. We con- 
■fess to great amazement that a pa|)er 
of the standing of the Post woulil print 
an anoni mous letter of such a eliariu?- 
ter. Keaders will bear with UH, If we 
devote some space to .a reQly to. the 
several statements, made, for wo think 
such a letter, prlntiSd In 'SUCh a conspi- 
cuous i)aper wortny of more than pass- 
■ Ing notice. ' 

'"''First, let us speak in regard to Vic- 
toria. The statement that "tho author- 
ities are contending with the unem- 
liloyed problem In the way of providing 
somehow for those families — mostly 
English — Who :ire In actual want," Is 
an absolute falsehood. The paragrai)h 
(looted was read to Mayor JIall, who 
replied, "That is ab.solutoly untrue." 
frho authorities are making no provi- 
sions for "the unemployed or for the 
relief of f.-imllies In actual want, for 
the simple reason that there Is not the 
slightest nee.-.ssity for doing so. The 
city makes a small allowanee monthly 
to a few old people, chlelly widows, who 
'hayie long resided here, but that Is all 
It is doing or has been called upoii to 
do. So far as 1 know, there are wiry 
few ))i'ople out of eniploynient in the 
city, arxji there certainly Is no destitu- 
tion nor anything warranting, even in 
the most rerfiote way, such a statement 
as the letter contains, i do 
not believe there Is one iiersiui, 
and certainly there Is not a famll.\, 
from England who Is receiving or wlio 
l\;v3 asUed for any assistance." Inquiry 
at places whore information '\yould like- 
ly be available on such' ti polnt.' If there 
Is even a scintilla of truth In the state- 
ment of the corresporuleni, I'liiilted no- 
thing but indignant denials of It. 

As to'' the -assertion thnf pcbpl a of nil 
iiatlonnlltles iiro preferred to l?;ngllsii- 
men for all kinds of work, It is sufll- 
clent. to -say that It Is another false- 
i^hpqd.. it Is (julto true that In the .sal- 
mon canneries Chinese and Indians u.vo 
i.'mi)loyed. and the slmi>lo rentfon Is that 
white people will not do the ' work. 
There Is plenty of other work for them 
til do. The! statement that 'Japanese 
!trc employed In fishing is not untrue. 
There aro Jajjapose 'cngugod In fishing 
to somo extent, hut t\)at Is bocauso 
, they see fit to engage In It, and not be- 
cause tUey.'oire, preferred to vvij,lte Ilah- 



The statements about Queen Char 
lotle Islands and the land along the 
Skeena arc so abomlnally untrue that 
we hardly know which of , them to deny 
first. Let us take that as to there 
being no horses or cattle on the Queen 
Charlotte Islands. Until very recent- 
ly there wore no horses there. Horses 
do not usually swim across forty or 
sixty miles of sea, and as there was 
almost no settlement on these Island,'^, 
hb one took liorses there. As to cat- 
tle, at the north end of Graham 
I.'^land. one of the group, a former min- 
ister of the Churcli of England, a Mr. 
Harrison, whose post office address is 
Massett, B.C., and who would doubt- 
less answer any letters addressed to 
him. told the Colonist not long ago of 
tho herd of wild cattle living on the 
island, the descendants of • cattle 
brought there by himself and others, 
wliloh were allowed to run wild be- 
cause the food and climate wab .^io ex- 
cellent. Lci us summon an absolute- 
ly disinterested witness, Admiral 
Cochrane, R.N., who long before the 
settlement of Queen Charlotte Islanils 
was spoken of wrote officially to tho 
Colonial Office: "The climate of Queen 
Charlotte IsL-inds, thus tempered l)y 
ocean currents. Is mild and their re- 
sources from agriculture, mining and 
fishing will, at no distant date be an 
element of wealth to the Canadian 
government." Admiral Cochrane wrote 
after visiting the Islands. Tho state- 
ment that there Is* not ' an inch, of 
agricultural land In tlie" Kitlmaat valley 
is anotlier untruth, for there aro thou- 
sands of acres. It is, of course, con- 
ceivable that the I'ost's correspondent 
does not know agricultural land when 
he sees It. As for tho land 'In the 
Skeena valley, his statement gives the 
lie to official rejiorts made this year 
by go^■ernmont surveyors; also to the 
Hiatemonts of people who rosldo In the 
valley and who raise a^pples, pears, 
cherries, iihuns and prunes success- 
fully, lie speaks of the paucity of 
settlers. It Is true that they .ire not 
very numerous as yet, the reason be- 
ing that there has been no object In 
jieoplo going there, beca\ise there wa.s' 
plenty of land nohror th<j centres of 
population. Settletiicnt has begun 
since the Grand Trunk P.aelfic was 
put mider construction this year and 
It will doubtless go on rapidly. His 
staioiTient In regard to' tiio timber Is 
simply nonsense. 'Men of ca^pltal have 
invested tlieir money freely In this 
aliegi.'d "unmarketable" timber, after 
full examination. If the corrcEpon- 
dent has any money lo Invest, al- 
though ho probably has not, and will 
endeavor to buy some of this timber 



from Its owners, he will receive a 
revelation as to Its value. 

The statements as to the rainfall, 
the snow and the .mosqiiltoos aro too 
absurd for 'consideration for a single 
moment. But as tho correspondent 
has referred In this connection to the 
future worthlessness of Prince Rupert, 
may we ask tho Post how It could see 
Its way clear to print an anonymous 
letter reflecting upon the value of a 
locality to reach which with a railway 
British capltallstf. are investing mil- 
lions? Ought it not to have been evi- 
dent to the Post that its correspon- 
dent's statements called for some veri- 
fication before they wore put in print? 

The (paragraph before the last In 
regard to Victoria Is a dastardly llbcl. 
This city did not have at the date of 
the letter, and never has had an an- 
nual epidemic of measles; nor is It 
true that ;.typhoid •;f6'ye.r, ... scarlet., fever 
and diphtheria "^aro alwia"ys with us. 
In every city In the world there are 
during the twelvemonth cases of these 
diseases, but Victoria has the well- 
deserved reputation of being an ex- 
ceptionally 'hiealthy' city.' '■ The •stato- 
niont as to tho soil In tho neighbor- 
hood of this city i.v so absurdly un 
true, that our surprise Is that any man 
should have the hardihood to write it. 
The alleged poverty of the soil exists 
in the correspondent's Imagination. A 
part of the country where men make 
a living off a few acres of land must 
surely be fertile, and many do this in 
the . neighborhood of Vlctdria. 

'file best answer to this infamous 
letter is in the short sentence: "Rent 
is ruinous." Here we haVe a city in 
which it Is alleged that the problem 
of the unemployed Is receiving the at- 
tention of tho authorities so as to keei) 
people from actual want, where specu- 
lators ha'vo built houses that tl.iey can- 
hot sell, where everybody is in debt, 
whore people cannot collect what they 
earn, where nothing can bo grown, 
where even cows cannot find pasture, 
where the >ya ter;. is - sickening, •• ■\yhere; 
epidemics of m¥asleS,' typhoid, diph- 
theria and scarlet fever aro of annual 
occurrence, and yet In this .awful place 
rent la ruinous. One would suppose 
that people would flee from such an 
unhappy place; one might imagine that 
some oC these unsalable houses built 
speculation might be rented on 
moderate terms; one might possibly 
think -that in a, cpnimunity where i{eo-; 
pie cannot get pay f6r anything, land-' 
lords would put down rent to what 
they could hope to gel. But wo have 
said enough of this letter. If its writer 
ever^wasdn the north country ho false- 
ly describes, he must have been bitten 
by one of tlie mosquitoes he tells 
about, and the bite must Iiavc set hlni 
crazy, as he says II sots others. Wo 
have dwelt upon this matter at this 
unusual length because wb think It 
timely that attention should be aroused 
to the necessity of doing something to 
offset such a libel luion our city and 
province. Appended to the letter re- 
ferred to is another from a gentlcnuin 
who signs his name, and who promptly 
answers some of tho slanders. 



The announcement that Mr. R. M. 
Palmer has been appointed to the Im- 
portant post of Deputy MInl.ster of 
Agriculture will elicit the iiuL^t hearty 
approbation of the people of British 
Columbia. No better choice oo'uld pos- 
slijly be made.

assuredly In every sense competent to 
take up his new duties. .Mr. J. R. Au- 
derson, who retires on a superannu- 
ation allowance, leaves the iJUbllc ser- 
vice of the province with an enviable 
record for conscientious discharge of 
duty on all occasions, and his many 
friends will lioi)e that he may long 
enjoy the period of rest which he has 
so well earned.

Sir: — 1 don't think people In Eng- 
land have any Idea of the state of 
things^ here In British Columbia, and 
more particularly In Vancouver Island 
and Victoria. In this city, even at 
this time of the year, when work Is 
usually plentiful, thi? iiuthorltles aro 
contending with the unemployed pi'oli- 
lein In the way of pi'ovldlng somehow 
for those families — mostly lOn.ijlish — 
that are hi a<,'tual want- How the 
Kngllshman Is leftl (.'anadL-iiis, 
whether farmers or shopkeeiH'r.^, will 
employ a .Seotsuum, Irishman. .la|i, 
Cliinaman, or Jlliulu before an Kng- 
lishniaii, let him he ever such a good 
workman., X-'or all that, masters ami 
men alike aro. suffering from. the i.ui; 
of work. ICven workmen who have 
worlc cannot get their wages paid 
them, for speculators have been run- 
ning nil houses with tho Idea of sell- 
ing them before they were liuished, 
but the buyers do not come forward. 
It is (|ulte a common occurrence that 
the fi^reman of a llrm of contractors 
will have In wages owing to him, 

and the nuui X5 each.'' I'^Iven If a llnal 
settlement Is ever made It Is always 
something short of the full amount. 

Victoria suffering from tho 

ridiculously Inflated prices of lust 
year. Prairie. farmers and others who 
came and bought projierty iind houses 
— many of- them on the instalment 
system — now find thenlselve^; left high 
•and dry, or unable to meet their en- 
gagements, l^veryboil.x- set'ins to Ijo 
In a static of debt. Butcher.';, grociM's 
and drapers have more inone.v owing 
thmn than they care to talk about. 
Customers never settle an account In 
full; they ))ay something down. The 
same with I'mployers; the.v will pay 
something on account. 

This is no white imin's country for 
labor, .laps, Chinese and Hindus iiro 
exclusively einplo.vod on tho few farms 
there are,,, You never see a white man 
unless :ho,,M8!;tho":>ibn 6C a farmer. It 
Is tho same thing' in tho sawmills; all 
colored labor. In the salmon canneries 
.Tapanese ari> entirely employed In the 
ll.shing, whilst Chlneao and .Slwash 
Indians do the cleaning and packing 
and net mending. In a cannery where 
four or live hundred people are I'ln- 
ployvd not more than cuie per cent 
ai'e white. I have seen' It myself. 
I I have juat returned from prolong- 



ed trip up the 'Hkeenn, and to the 
Islands near Prince Rujiort, the pro- 
posed terminus of the Grand Trunk 
Paclllc Railway. My object was to 
Hud land for pre-emption, being In- 
duced to go by the reports • In the 
bulletins. I.hitvo ctJmc to the conclu- 
sion that these pamphlets are written 
exprofsiy for tlie btnclit of the eager 
and Inexporlenced emigrant, They 
aro nothing but a pra-cel of humbug 
from cover to cover. Land Is dear at 
a gift up there, apart from the ex- 
pense of going and coming and look- 
ing about. Fifty pounds Is soon gone. 
Queen Charlotte Islands and Porcher 
islands, each with a rainfall of about 
200 inches , a ,year,;..are^ nothing but 
mossy swamps'- -vvhecSitho. land is level, 
whilst the hlUis are densely wooded 
with unmarketable timber. They tell 
you that you can grow all kinds of 
things. You cannot even grow a po- 
tato, for 1 have tried. Cattle and 
horses are practically uidiuown — only 
where soint! foolish prospector has 
brought them — for no grass grows on 
those Islands, nothlnH; Init moss. Be- 
sides, who would live in a country 
wliei-e there Is ti continuous deluge for 
quite, ni;io months ;h the year'.' The.v 
.say '.there- are thousands of acres oi 
valuable agricultural land In the 
Kitlmaat valley. There is not an Inch, 
for I I'.ave traversed every y.-ird of 
tho (10 miles of it on foot. Ry-the- 
way, a railway w;is to have been made 
up there this summer; but no matter. 
It Is the same up the Skevna, there 
is no agricullnral land at all. There 
are a, few settlers, some Of whom have 
marrieil .Slwash s(iuaws, but their 
existence Is like that of the Indians 
themselves; nothing that a white man 
■vv^ouldpufup with. As for the climate, 
'you have snow on the grounil not less 
than six feet deep for six months In 
tho year; in the other si.^c months, 
when you are not half-drowned with 
rain, you aro bitten to distraction by 
mosiiuitos of the notorious Skeena 
breed. Not Infrequently men go de- 
lirious from these bites, and If tlU're 
Is iin unfortunate cow or horse 'you 
may see hliiod droiiping off its belly 
like perspiration. It Is awful to be- 
hold! I cannot see that Prince Rupert 
wiir ever be anything but a port oi 
call, if It Is ever that. \ All the tall talk 
about what It -vvlll be Is just set al)ont 
by the liuid-jobbers. There will never 
be any Indu.strles there, and nobody 
will live thoro for pleasure with such 
a vile clIniatT, and there Is nothing 
round It or near 11 for scores of miles 
except bog, rock and useless timber 
— no't a Ijlade of grass where you 
could keep a cow or horse. 

White people must keep away front 
British Columbia, and more partleu- 
Ittrly from tljis-'"sb-called Victoria, the 
Beautiful. A ship-load of Japanese 
has arrived hero today. The water 
supply of Victoria has become a by- 
«'ord, for It Is both scanty and sicken- 
ing. We are now In tho annual epi- 
demic of measles. Typhoid and sear- 
let fever and diphtheria -we always 
have with us, in spite of what tho 
pamphlets .Kay. Kverything Is about 
twice as dear as In J'^ngland. .Such 
necessaries as butter, eggs and milk 
are certainly so- and no, wonder, for 
theiilahd.iB so PQor that it costs about 
twice as much to produce them, every- 
thing having to be fed. There i.i no 
pasturage near Victoria in the sum- 
mer; it is all burnt up with the heat 
on account of tho soil being so shal- 
low and sandy. This Is also no place 
for a man with a lixed income. What 
he lias will go pearly twice as far In 
Kngland, and be gets far more en- 
joyment there. Rent is ruinoii.s. 

I see things are not .very good in 
England Just pow.,but a man,. particu- 
larly witb a /anjliyij'Vlll, be ten times 
worse off 'here, fi'Wnoeyer of ivhatever 
he may be. ,?-YoUirS,- etb-i '

Sir: — 1 think ''your, "correspondent 
"Prospector" is " It little severe on 
British Columbia. As no Englishman 
in his senses would attempt to set- 
tle near Prince Rupert I will confine 
niy remarks to the southern part of 
Vancouver island. 

Victoria Is e(-rlalnly a \'ery healtliy 
place, and though (judging from the 
condition of the streets) It Is a badly 
governed town. It Is still a very 
pleasant jjlace to live In. Speculators 
li:ivo raised the •price of land to a 
ridiculous extent; but 30 or 40 miles 
north of Victoria a settler can buy 
hind reasonably, though no man 
should buy land until he has been in 
the country for .somo^tlme. 

Tho climate in the Saanich Penin- 
sula and In the.'Cowichan district Is 
excellent. Every year settlers' come 
from tho colder parts of ('anada to 
enjoy the warm, yet healthy climate of 
Vancouver Island. 'J'hls immigration 
must continue, tlioiigli It ina.v be 
cheeked l.iy bad seasons. I certainly 
should not rcconimeud es'ery workman 
It) emigrate to Vancouver Island, but 
any mail who inid'i'rstanils dairy work, 
and is tvllling to mill;, would get 
work, esi)eciallv if he went out In 
April or May. 

I'^iiglaud Is. of course, .a cheap place 
to live In, and Ji nuui settling in Brit- 
ish Columbia must calculate on pay- 
ing about double for the same stan- 
dard of living. Our working class live 
so well at home that thoy llnd It 
dlllicult to do without the little 
luxuries that they have becomi^ ac- 
customed to In I'lngland. and which 
tlie>' must pay for in a new eountr.v. 

iVo man should go to Hrltish l^o- 
hnnbla unless he lias eiunrgh lo kfep 
him for three mcmllis at least, anil no 
loaji shorld liu.v land until he lias 
wor-lieil ill the cDuiitry for a >'ear, 
1 do not know Mhi'lher your ciu'res- 
pnnileiit liicludes in his condemnation 
of Jirltisli t:olumbla tlie Krascr river 
di.^'iricl or th.c fri»lt lands on the nialn- 
l.ind. He can -hardly afllrm that these 
districts are itnsulted for white labor. 

In conclusion, may 1 ask "Prospec- 
tor" this question? Wh.v is llio 
CMiiii.'iniaii einriloyed? Is it l)eeaose Ik; 
is, If not a better workman, certainly 
a. sle.'idier workman? He Is certaiiil.v 
iu>t clii.'ap. I s;iw two Chinamen woi'k- 
ing oil ri large fruit f.-irm near \"\r- 
torla Ibis winli'r; lliey had .i;70 and 
iCiO a ,vear and their keeji. but tlu'lr 
employer told me ho. could loiivo them 
for- a whole day, and yet-when tln-y 
had llnlshed one job thoy.-.wduld Im- 
mediately set tn work at something 
else. Men must he found to work In 
the loneh- parts of the earth, and It 
till! 1-Jiigl Islniiaii will not work steadily 
and continuously in the country, 
others will take , his place. 

I met plenty of EngHshmen doing 
^^-ell In Vancouver island, but the.y 
were men wlio could live In Ihe couii- 
Ir.y. 

Times of depression and Ihe un- 
emriloycd we ha\'e eviu-y where, but 
because British Columlila suffers from 
these wo need not depreciate or abuse 
her. — Your.s, etc.,

Tho Morning Post says: — Tho

These Independent 
parliaments were far from weakening 
the bond of union wlilch existed be- 
tween theso States and the Crown 
arid . Constitution 'of (3reat Britain. 
Indeed, "He"- lielleved that iti no, part of 
tho British Empire was there a more 
deep-seated and .more devoted loyalty 
than tliat which was to be fouiUl 
among tho subjects of tho King 
throughout the entire Continent of 
Australia. Ho might say tiiat .specially 
devoted to the Constitution and tho 
lying were tlio Irish, because they had 
laws locally made to suit the country 
and the people, and just and fair to 
all men. When the Irish people were 
appealing to. the civilised, world to 
advance ' their Homey.^Rule''. demand 
there slibuld be no 'crime -or outrage. 
They should ' pursue their;: '! agitation 
with the greatest discretion r6£ ,sp^ec)i 
and action. His advice was to use* tlie 
powers they had wisely and to seek 
larger powers; but to show by tlie ex- 
ercise of present powers that they 
were able and worthy to control larg- 
er interests. In that way they would 
secure tlie sympathy of the civilized 
world and of independent Englisliinon, 
wlio wanted proof of the!r earnestness.

SETTLES DIFFICULTY 
' WITH iHAm JDIAI^S 

Supt. H LI ssey .Effects Ai'|-ange- 
ment With Redskins of 
:^ . Salmon Arm 



F. S. lUisscy, superintendent of pro- 
vincial police, has • succeeded in set- 
tling tho difficulty with the Indians 
at; aaImon arm without any appeal to 
force, thus putting an end to a situa- 
tion which, if unskilfully handled, 
might liavo proved dangerous. It \Vlll 
be' remembered that last week -two In- 
dian chiefs, by name Narcisso !Uid 
iNla.xIme, were convicted of setting \u\- 
!a,wL'u: .salmon traps and sentenced to 
a small fine, with the alternative of 
Imprisonment. 

ho redskins declined to pay the fine 
and on thoir way to tho Jail were res- 
cued by a band of some fifty, of their 
followers. Tho news spread; and ns]f^ 
morning there were about; a. hundred 
Indians present.jln'a- high state of ex- 
citement,,. who -^roitused to give up the 
chiefs. • ■ ■ ■ ' . 

Upon nnws of the occurrence being 
wired to the attorney-general ho dl.s- 
patehod Mr. Hussey to the scene of 
operations with iuHtructlons to get the 
two chiefs, peaceably, if poSHiblo, but 
at all .events to got them., "When T.lr. 
Uussoy arrik'od on the scene he found 
that his instructions were not so easy 
to carry out, as the Indians had dis- 
persed, soma of them haying gone 
down to tho Nicola valley. In the 
meantime he enlisted tho aW of tho 
Indian agents and a couple of Indian 
ehiofa from Kamloops and sent run- 
ners out announcing that tho culprits 
must return to Salmon arm, where a 
pow-wow would be held. 

The Indians obeyed tho summons 
and the meotlng was held yesterday, 
wltii complete success. After a pro- 
tracted session the two chiefs agreed 
to surrender and pay their fine, while 
those braves implicated In tho rescue 
also surrendered themselves, to bo 
dealt with accoydlrig . ,tp law. The 
tribes also promised not to violate the 
fishery regulations in tho future, after 
It had been explained to them that 
their rights were not being taken 
away, the ndes enforced being neces- 
sary to preserve tho fish from ex- 
termination, 

Tlio result of tlie pow-pow Was 
wired to Attorney-General Bowser 
yesterday. lie replied, accepting tho 
terms made, adding that, in view of 
tho circum.stances and the fact that 
the Indians had bound themselves to 
give no further trouble In regard to 
the fishery • matters^ the department 
would- not- prosecute ! 'the Indmns who 
had taken the chiefs from the con- 
stable. 

Thus tho trouble has ended peace- 
ably and .satisfactorily to all concerned, 
Mr. Hussey rottirning: to Victoria to- 
day.

MYSTERY OF OVERLAND 
ROUTE AGAIN REVIVED 

After Ten Years Friends of 
Missing Baronet Seel< 
Informatijon -^i 



After a lapse of ten years, efforts 
are again being made to discover tho 
true facts concerning the disappear- 
ance of a titled Kngllshman, Sir Ar- 
thur Curtis, who suddenly disappeared 
from the party with which he was 
proceeding from Aalicroft to the 
Yukon overland while in the neighbor- 
hood of the Mud river in June -LSUS, 
Since the disappearance of Sir Artliur 
his friends In the old country at- 
tempted to ascertain some facts con- 
cerning hlin but beyond the fact that 
he wandered from the party and was 
never seen again little was learned. 
Several of those Who .composed the 
party have been seen but, their stories 
were all to the above .effect, 

The incident Is- one Which has been 
well nigh forgotten but It has ^agaln 
been revived by a recent, oommunlca- 
tion which has been received by the 
provincial police from a New ..West- 
minster resident who claims relation- 
ship with Sir Arthur and is. desirous 
of ascertaining what steps were taken 
to solve the mystery surrounding the 
latter's disappearance. 

Sir Arthur was a member of a party 
under a Mr. Poeock who 'early In 1S3S 
started out from . Ashcroft for the 
Yukon by the overland route.' Tlicy 
wore taking a largo number of hor.ses 
along and after a rough experience 
during which a large number of the 
animals died, the parly prrlved on Fri- 
day. .Tun(.- 10, n<;ai- tin? Xlne-Mlle 
cam]). l''lve of tho horses had strayed 
away and members of tho party .start- 
ed after them. Sir Arthur being ono of 
tho party. When the other men re- 
turned, Sir Arthur was not with them 
and tliou.ifh .several hour.s ii.'is.scd he 
failed to put in an appearance. Thai 
wa.v tho last seen of him. 

Porock, instciad ot organizing any 
regular soiircli proceeded on with tlio 
jiarty, merely leaving a note which 
said, "K yon do not turn up by o\-en- 
In-;- I shall send out a senrcli party. 
You will find n lunch In tills Ijiig, '\Ve 
are going to NIno-Mllo camp," 

.Sir Artluir diil not turn up and Hio 
following day, Saturd.-i.v, some nine or 
ten Engll.shmon started out alon.g tli 
trail on a search for the mis.slng man 
but owing to tho dense bush and the 
nature of the country they were .afraid 
to wander off the trail. Not ,a trace 
ot tho missing man \VaM found and 
on Saturday night an organized i-eni-ch 
was made, tho soarcners being assisted 
by men' from other parties coming 
over the trail. Several days passed 
but though some Stoney creek Indians 
wore pre.ised Into service even • they 
failed to locate Sir Arthur. The search 
was kept up for nearly a wook' but 
finally was abandoned ns }t was a 
certainty that the missing mrfn must 
have died as he was without fooa. 

Tho country In Which Sir Arthur 
was lost Is a very wild ijortlflp con- 
sisting principally of swampj'-'imuskcg, 
black willow densely thicic; 'arid cov- 
ered with fallen timber piled many 
feet In height where a terrific 'forest 
fire had swept throUgh a few years 
before. 

It Is thought' that Sir Arthur, wan- 
dering too far away, became lost nfid 
in his efforts to return only wont d.^ep- 
er Into tho woods. Either ho a.ank 
In tho swamp or becoming oxhausto'd 
starved to death. When tho news 
of his dlsappeiirannn re.nnhed tho b;ir- 
niiQt'f,' friends in Hampshire, England, 
tho provincial authorities hori> worn 
naked., to , Institute further ffoarch but 
nothing was ever heard of him again.

Too Liberal and Too IVlany Po- 
tations Leads to Long

Very drunk, and yet sufficiently 
sober to realize that it was simply 
through his too oft repeated potations 
that ho had lost his twolvo-year-old 
daughter, a Vancouver man tearfully 
appealed to.,th(Q. ppllce; officials;, last 
night to aid hirh'lh' his, s&areh^jfbr.his 
offspring. It Iwas. only after a . hunt 
of nearly two hours, that the. man's 
muddledrbraln became, seized of the 
necessity, of police, aid and ev(m when 
ho had arrived at .poUco headquarters 
It took, him some time before his dis- 
jointed story could be told. 

With the detectives on tho look out 
for the girl who had been loft by her 
thirsty father while ho wont o a near- 
by saloon to take Just ono more drink, 
tho child, though a perfect stran.iior ia 
tho city, was yet vainly looking for 
her father. Constable Ireland was ap- 
l)ealod to iind finally tho two were 
brought together. 

The man and his' -daughter had boon 
st.-iylng at a local hotel for a day or 
two.

Women in Holland. 

A delegate to the international con- 
gres.s on woman suffrage held in Am- 
sterdam a few weeks ago, has written 
some interesting things about the laws 
of Holland in their relation to the 
women of the country, t^ustoiii, siie 
says, permits women much indepeiid- 
eiiec antl freedom. They go ami come 
and' do as they wish witliout lear of 
comment or criticism. Complete co- 
education prevails from the kindergar- 
ten through the post-graduate courses 
in the universities, and people come 
from all countries to study the general 
system of education. All of the pro- 
fessions except the clerical have been 
for many years open to women, and 
liiey are engaged in all kinds of busi- 
ness. 

"The laws, hinsx-ver, as in most 
coiiiitri(\s, are very unjust to v.lve.-;, 
hut hei-i', .as cisew licre, the men for 
tlie nicst part iir<; Ijciter than ilie 
laws. The liushaml is under no legal 
obligation to make .any jirovlsion for 
hla wife at his death, but may leave 
her absolutely penniless. Unless there 
Is a marrl.ige contract forbidding it, 
nil the iirojjertj- the wife may earn or 
inherit Ijeciuiies the possession of the 
husliand, and he may deprive her of 
all ut It by his will. He may also dls- 
po.':e of tlie cliildren without her eon- 
.sent. A tax is levied on lamilles fur 
cyvry s...rvant they keep,- but when a 
man becomes a widower in; is allowed 
one servant free of lax, on tiie priiiel- 
plo that while he Is awav from li's 
(liome attending to lils l)iisi''ness some- 
pno miKst be there to look after it ami 
his children. A vast niimhor of wom- 
en who are, left widows must enga-e 
In Some outside occupation to ...ui,. 
port thomsol-ves and their lamliles 
but the governinont puts the full ta.x 
on the servant they are obliged to 
keep. W^ieii they protest they are 
to d they should stay at home thom- 
.sclves and do their household work 
and take care of tlieii- children. 

■•Woiiion in Holland have no suf- 
frage, but any man mav vote if li,. 
earns 11 florins (less than a week l' 
It Ilia wife and children earn that 
amount and he Is a drunken loafer lie 
s-till doe.s the voting for the fanillv. 
Any n-ian may vote who has fiO florliis 
in bank, or, if his wife has ,-arned tills 
amount and put It In the hank he mav 
not, only vote on. the strength of it, but 
ho may order the bank not to lot her 
draw tho nioney. 

All the afternoon white costumes— 
nearly one-half of which are of lace— 
are tollowing the smart rule of wear- 
ing scarf sash draperies of Liberty or 
01 mousseliiie with thiun, flnl.shed off 
with what the gowii-niakors call pass- 
ementorlo "glands"— the d and s Hllent 
In the pronunciation of the I'reneli 
term. If there Is need of a belt, then 
the .sasb Is first draped around the 
waist; If not, tlie ends mav fall at the 
hack or on the side.

HERE AND THERE 



There is no lesson that children 
arc bIowiu- to learn, but none that It 
is more important to teach than that 
age and misfortune are entitled to 
consideration. Children can be in- 
tolerably cruel. Even good- boys and 
SlrlB are apt through thoughtlessness 
to wound those who have any pecu- 
llar-ity.bf. manner or any physical de- 
fect. .••.Yet the little ones are very 
tehder-nearted, and If their parents 
or teachers once make them realize 
how much pain thi-y inlliet very few 
of them will jicrsist in wlitit is really 
a form of persecution. It is different 
when the period of childhood has 
paa.sed. It Is very dlfilcult to make 
big boys and girls In rugged health 
sympathize . with weakness in any 
form. If they have not been taught 
to protect the weak and pity Infirmity 
.nothing .1 but .force will compel them 
to desist- frpm- rude and cruel be- 
haviour. Mothers especially should 
endeavor to teach their children to 
pltv the unfortunate more for the 
sake ot the children themselves than 
for that of those wbom their cruelty 
may temporarily Injure. The eiiarse- 
nlng and hardening of nature which 
are caused by the habit of laughing 
at the misfortunes and defects of 
other.s, ruin what might ■ Otherwise be 
a line character.

It Is reasonable to suppose that 
plea.sant occupation suited to the 
strength of the patient would help 
greatly toward recovery. Kveryone 
has had the experience of finiling that 
when compelled to go to work an ill- 
ness which, on a holiday, would have, 
been prostrating, gradually' ^disappears.

An exchange hos^fhe {Qllowlng lit- 
tle artlcliS; on th?- reading ihablt, whlcli 
hints at' an Important .truOi. Much 
valuable time is wasted In reading: 

"The phrase Is a very common one 
in these days of splendidly equipped 
libraries and trained librarians, and 
undoubtedly 'the reading habit' may he 
one of the most valuable possessions 
one can acquire; but unfortunately 
there are so many- reading' habits — 
almost as many as therR-are. individu- 
als who read. . 

" 'Itosle Is such a reader,' Rosie's 
mother informed a caller, proudly. 
'.She roads everything that comes out. 
Tlie lady up at the library, says she 
can't keep uj) with her. She^has three 
or four books a week.' ' ■ • ' 

" 'What liave you been reading late- 
ly?' the caller asked, turning to Rosle. 

"Rosie stammered and hesitated; 
she could remember two ,or three 
hooks, but no more. She. was simply 
making a sieve of her Uttle eippty 
mind, and. pouring the stories through 
as fast as lier eyes could swallow the 
print." 

Ruskin College Is an interesting 
e<lucatlonal experiment which is being 
tried at Oxford. 'I'his is a college for 
working men and was founded nine 
.\ears ago. The men, w-ho attend Its 
clas.ses, do not do so for the imrpose 
of rising above, or perhaps it would 
be better to say, of deserting their 
calling, but of improving themselves 
and indirectly the class to which they 
belong. It consists now of some llfty 
students of the aver.age ago of twenty- 
four, the majority of whom attend the 
college for a .year. Tln,'.v are, for the 
most part, men who have sliowii In 
their several ciilllngs, marked aliility. 
They are iiitolligent ;iiid to some ox- 
tent well-read. Many of them are 
sent up by the different trades union.s 
who sujiijort scholarshiiis In the col- 
lege. Others are se'iit by private in- 
dividuals an<l some maintain Ihein- 
seK-es during their residenci'. .So far 
no studiait has left his calling, but lias 
returned to his work_ better titled for 
his place than when' he went avvay. 
In this way. Buskin college dliters 
from most educational Institutions. Iii 
Canada we .-ire nil too familiar with 
the fact that tiic miui who have tin- 
dergom- a. college training have not 
liltlierto heeii willing to relin-n to the 
farm, the workbeneli or any otlu-r 
form of niaiuial labor. 

it is this feature of . the vduealion 
received in this school that makes It 
pO|)ular with the workiiigmen, Mln-i' 
er.s, weavers and mechanics of all 
kinds -have faith in the, teaching that 
makes a man better fitted for hi? work 
iind which does not cause him- to look 
<lown on his old associates. 

The young men who attend Rusklii 
college are obliged to undertake all 
the work of the establishment except 
the cooking, Scriihhing, washing 
dishes, swefuiing and cleaning arc all 
lierformed by the students. 

"Originall.N-," as.\-s ('harles fiyilney 
rturton in the Coriiliill .Alagixine, "this 
duty (of cooldng) f<-il to the stmleius 
in rotation, iind the results wcvt: some- 
times as disastrous as tlii^ misdirected 
zeal of Broljier Juniper, "And Brother 
.Tuniper- set his 8tQ>v on the, table. be- 
fore the Brothers,'' ana',thero-'"l8 -not 
a pig in., ^11 ".the land of Home so 
famished as. to'.-have -c-aten of it.'." 

In anotfibri'.wa'y, too, tiiis wcn-klng- 
nuin's coIleR'ie' differs from others. The 
te;ichlng goes on forty-eight weel<s 
out of the lirty-tw-o. As the year, even 
llien. Is a A ej-y short time in wlilcli to 
iidiulre sulllcleiit knowledgi- to he of 
value to a man the sulijects taught 
are few. "The aim has always lici-n, 
not to give the student a .'-;up(>rliclal 
acquaintance with a great number of 
subjects, but to ground him thorough- 
ly in one or two.". 

The subjects taught are those which 
siieelally Ht a man for the duties' of 
e.ltizcnshlp. Lectures nro glvon on 
political economy, supplemented and 
illustrated liy a sketch of industrial 
history; on the blslorv, principle and 
working of political Institutions In 
Great Britain and in the ,Colonles, 



with special reference to KngUsh 
local government. ,. Then- there is a 
course on social- science;- -and social 
ethics - while lessoris1f(ireJit>;:felven In 
grammar and logic. Thb yoting work- 
ing men who attend- Ruskin colh'go 
are on the most friendly (ernis with 
the teachers and many of the students 
of tlio great iiniver.s'ity of Oxford. 
I,.ectures are 'given them by many of 
tlie tutors and they iin.'ct the under- 
gr.-iduates in the football lield and co- 
operate with some of them in tlii>ir 
efforts to lieip the lads of the to'.vn. 
On Saturday nights students and un- 
dergraduates spend social evenings 
to.gethttr. and as. the evening passes .in 
friendly debate and informal talk 
workman and undergraduate learn to 
esteem one another, i^erhnps this 
friendly association Is not the least 
Important fetiture of this college life. 
It will ti'iid to break down tlie class 
prejudices which are to sioiv to dis- 
appear. In Its way Ruskin college 
fulfil,? a similar mission to the 
Rhodes scholarshljis. All tend to 
bring men together and as the work- 
man return to -their hopies, jt -will ,be 
with hew 'ideas dftd" an' enlarge'^ ''olit- 
iook upon life. ''One could wish that 
not only fifty ))ut thousands of men 
were receiving such nn education.

lengo and had It accepted, has dropped 
the matter to suit Us own eonvcnlenoo, 
as tho Athletics did this spring. 

In uiy opinion It would bo impossible 
to give KiiUsfactlon to anybody about 
such trophb'S »s the iMInto and Stanley 
Cups uuli'SH the principle Is observed 
that a clul) must not challenge unless 
It Intends to niake good. 

The exiKvnclos of tlic lacroHfio and 
hocliey .si-asons are such that the ac- 
ceptMuce of any cli-.UU-nge fm- those ciil)H 
usually (Ubais proper liaiidllng of any 
later clialU-nKo until the first one Is <lls- 
poseil of. It would therefore be ab- 
suril and Impossible to permit cluba to 
get into tlic notion that any team can 
with a eup cluillengo take rcscrvo Beats 
free which keep everybody else out of 
the houKi-, and tbi-n licfure the perform- 
ance coolly vdciite the su.-its, too lato, 
perhaps, fur anyhody elsu to use them. 
A club which challenges without being 
fully determined and able to go ahead 
is doing an Injustice, not so much to 
tliu, trustees as to tho other clubs in 
Canada. In the Jllnto Cup case thl.s 
year New Westminster did get a chance 
to play till- .Slianirooks after llui .St. 
Catharines d('fuult, but it was nip and 
tuck for them, for the trustees delayed 
for a considerable time the acceptance 
of tho New ■Westminster challengo while 
waiting for the SI. Catharines action 
lo develop. 

To the contention that after a chal- 
lenge Is sent In tho eliallengers may 
not be able to f,'et fair conditions from 
the cup holilers, and therefore ought to 
be entitled to back out, tho answer is 
of course that the truBte(}S must bo ro- 
lled upon In ^rl the fair conditions. As 
a matter of fact, In the Shamrocks ciiso 
the St. Cathai-lnes Athletics <lld not 
make any rcpri si ntatlnn to the trustees 
that thoy were offered unsatisfactory 
arrangements.

H. C. "VA'alroiul, of the firm of G. T. 
.Synions & Co., ^vhich supplies tlic

Canadian-Mexican 
steamship llnojtand.he'la 'sucteedlng In 
his mission. ! It Ja" expiected that the 
grievances which forhi?riy existed^ will 
be entirely .eliminated, according to the 
promises' n)ade by- him to shippers. A 
few days ago ''Mr. Walrond met the 
council of the Board of Trade, and out- 
llnod his plans for the lietternient of 
the service, and has been interviewing 
various shippers to discuss their-busl- 
ness connection with the company and 
arrange for improved relations. 

Speaking of slii))ping conditions gen- 
erally yesterday, Mr. Walrond, who is 
one of the better known of British ship- 
owners, said lie w;is by no means pes- 
simistic with regard to tlic present 
shipping deijresslon. It was true that 
in no time during the last twenty years, 
some well-informed men said, llfty 
years, but his memory did not go back 
that far, had there been such depres- 
sion in shipping, not only of Great Bri- 
tain, but of the world. The result of 
the prevailing conditions will bo to 
force tho weaker men from the trade, 
to eliminate tlie "managing owner" 
who operates shipping solely on a com- 
mission basis, and place the bulk of tlie 
shipping in llie hands of tho more solid 
and stable linns. Tho effect of this will 
bo eventu.ally a strong revival of freight 
rate's, wlilch Mr. "Walrond said he feels 
sure will before long reach a good fig- 
ure upon which a shipowner can do 
buslne.ss with reasonable prollt. 

"I like the outlook for the shipping 
trade," said :Mr. Walrond. "The placing 
of shipping in the hands of tho solid 
lirnis will be one of tlic best things 
imaginable for the owners generali.v. 
It will do away witli the speculative 
business of men wltli little interest in 
the ships. The banks wiil no longer 
carry tlicsi! peojile. In the old days it 
was possible for any one to go to a 
shipbuilder and squire a £40,000 
steamer and pay doWRfPUt £ 1,000. Tho

RECAL LS ST RATHNEVIS 

British Freighter is Now Fully Month 
Overdue on Her Way to New 
Zeala'nd Port 



■ The whole question of tho reinsur- 
ance of overdue shipping, a business 
world-wide in its scope, is being 
probed In tho British parluunent as a 
result of the attention dniwn to the 
giunbling methuds of the p. p. 1. 
(policy proof of. , Interest) order 
brought to light by- tlie Inquiry con- 
cerning tho lo.s3 of tho much over-in- 
sured British ?tcamer Albion. Tho 
press of England and shliiplng Journ- 
als ure devoting much space to the 
scandal that has arisen, and jiowerful 
agitation is l)eing brouglil to bear to 
have the liusiness dlseontliuied. Syren 
and Bhlpping says the Cardiff Khiii- 
bwnors' association has mode a vigor- 
ous protest against this liuslnens, and 
copies of a protest have bei'ii forward- 
ed CO the iireaident of the board of 
trade and to tho committee of Lloyd'.-^. 
Loyd's, however, cannot well Intcrftire 
With the business, much of which is 
done by its member.s. Gambling at 
blovd's. as everyone knows. Is no new 
thing, but, except In this mie direction. 
It i.s of a liarml.'iss character, says 
Syren and Shipping. A great deal of 
tho "overdue" liusiness transueled in 
tlie room is as much a gamble as is the 
backing of horses, but It shares wltli 
that interesting pastime tlie merit of 
Injuring no one but those Immediately 
concerned in it. No shljiowner can 
conipUiln that his reputation Is In- 
jured, or his pocket taxed, because 
his overdue vessel is being hawked 
round by the "doctors." Such a ves- 
sel Is openly and palpably a risky 
speculation, and tho fact that she is 
being Insured by people who have no 
earthly Interest In her casts no reflec- 
tion whatever upon her owner. A p. 
p. i. time Insurance on an apparently 
sound .and seaworthy shli) Is a vastly 
different matter. U ai-nuKe:; suspicion 
at once, and its consequences may he 
far-reaching. It is therefore plain 
enough that underwriters who lend 
themselves to this class of transaction 
are aHslsting materially to injure tho 
slili)ownlng "fraternity,, and for this 
reason we considec-ithat tho cppimlttee 
ol! Lloyd's ^sWquld.ia.t'^tea«t, endeavor to

Then; is still no word of tile long 
ov(U-due Uritish steamer Aeon, wlilcli 
left .San J''ranclseo and should liavct 
been i-eiiorted at least thirty da>'s ago 
from Auckland. The Aeon, wlilch is 
one of tho steamers of tlie Jiownrd 
Smith line in cummand of Cant. Ijow- 
nle, a br_ptlii^r-ln -law of n. C. J^rewsler 
M. P. P. for Albernl district, Is carry- 
ing a cargo of grain, Inrnber and gen- 
eral merchandise, and has sl.v jiasseii- 
gers, mostly wives of naval odicers of 
tho United States lialtlcshlp Meet. Tho 
British steamer Lord .Sefton, wliicli 
left San Francisco after the Aeon, 
reached Auckland a few- days ago. it 
is generally believed that the Aeon is 
broken down ami adrift in the unfre- 
quented' .waters of the Soutli ,Seas. 
Wireless telegraphic apparatus on 
board the steamer would have saved a 
great amount 'jof anxrety;Vconcerntng 
this vessel'.and a; large sum of money 
for owners a:hd;underivrite:rs. ' 

The case iof;:the'rAeon Is similar to 
that of theVStrath'nevls, whose, long 
drift In the North Paclflo is remember- 
ed by shlppingmen: Tho Strathnovis 
was bound -oiif from' Tacoma with a 
general cargo. Her tall shaft broke and 
tho big cargo vessel -drifted about for 
some three months, Shn finally brought 
up near Destruction island. Hero one 
of the oflleors made land and sent a 
ttug out after the steamer. In the 
meantimo the Strathnovls had been 
taken in tow by the Canadian-Austra- 
lian lliior Miowera, but tho hawser 
parted and she was again adrift. She 
was finally brought Into Port Townsend 
on ChrlHtniaH day by tho collier Minoo- 
la. In this Instance the engineer had 
put up a propeller, made of old boiler 
plate and plates from the bunkers,, and 
was preparing to ship It. It was the 
Intention to shift the cargo forward and 



bring mbral infliien'co" id bear upon the 
position, even though they are not 
able to take any active measures. For 
any radical remedy wc must, of course, 
look to the board of trade. AVInston 
Churcliill has promised to give the 
matter his attention, and It behoves 
tliose affected to see tliat he iteeps 
ills word. The situation, we admit, is 
a difficult one. Downright prohibi- 
tion of p. p. 1. insurances might occa- 
sionally Involve haVdship to persons 
who, \yhile having a . Jegitimately in,-,, 
surable Interest, had reasons for hot 
disclosing .it; .but the' . quc^tipn' then 
xirlses,'-i8 this t'o^'>veIgli';?agalnst the un- 
doubted injtiry to a Itirge class of tho 
shipping commurilty? For our own 
part we think that the answer should 
bo In tho negative. Indeed, we con- 
sider that the case Is one where the 
"greatest good of the greatest' number" 
theory should carry the day. 

That the shipowners' grievanco is 
no light or imaginar.v one may be 
gathered from an Incident cited at the 
meeting of tlie Cardiff Shipowners' a.s- 
Boclatlon. One of the members. It 
transpired, on hearing that a boat ot 
his was receiving jiitention at the 
hands of the "wreckers," promptly dis- 
charged tho crew and laid the vessel 
up. An action such as this shows how 
bitter. Is the feeling against these un- 
warrantable practices, :but, unfortun- 
ately, it could not bb 'followed up on a 
ecalo sufficiently wl'dft to .make any 
material impression. ^ Anothor;member 
who stated, Incidontally, thcit none of 
his steamers bore any mortgage and 
that they all continued to i)ay divid- 
ends, declared that, having Just dis- 
covered tiiat one of them was being 
made the subject of a ji. ]i. i. sjuH-uia- 
lioii, he intended to communicate with 
the board of trade. His individual 
(irotest, we fear, would have little ef- 
fect; but If backed up by a similar 
complaint by every sufferer it could 
not so easily be ignored. 

A Cardiff journal, which has evi- 
dently been making a close study of 
the position, states in effect that tiio 
bu.sinesB locally is a tiioroughlv svs- 
tomatlzed one. The "wreckers," as 
they have come to ><j. called,, usually 
select boats which arq , under mortgage, 
or which are knovvn to have been 
trading at a loss; and they also make 
careful note of the records of captain 
in order tliat they may follow anv man 
who seems to liave u knack of g(dting 
into trouble. This, at first gl;nu'e, 
might appear to suggest that il Is ehlellv 
owners of the sliiidier class who arc 
affected bj- their operations, but the 
supposition. In reality, has nothing in 
it. It does not follow that because a 
boat has been losing money her own- 
ers Intend deliberately to have her 
cast away, or that because a sliip- 
iniister has lost one vessel he has 
adopted barratry a8''.;a profession. Our 
western contemporary adds, by the 
way. that another case ou a jiar wltli 
tha tot the Albion will shortly be made 
the KUlijeet of up Iminlry. Tlie fact 
that chemists and clerks, solicitors and 
stevedores are biielviiig steamers to 
founder or strand cannot be too often 
or too \vitlely i.tdvei-tlscd. ^Ve wonder 
what sort of an outerv there would be 
if .lt suddenly tran.^iilrcd that a knot 
of "speculators" were insuring fast 
passenger traln.s, and that some of tlio 
said ,:."spcculators" w'cre related to 
signalmen along tho lino of route? 
Such a state of affairs sounds posi- 
t vely fantastic, yet; U , IS'.hO', mOro so 
than that which obtains In tho ship- 
ping world, wliere an Irish attorney 
has been knov/n to rake In £6,000 :ia 
a result of the loss of the steamer of 
which his cousin was captain. Beally, 
when one comes to consider a case like 
this It Is positively amazing that the 
vlio practice has not Ijeen stamped 
out long ogo. Not only does il inflict 
grave Injury upon shipowners; il also 
puts strong temptation In the way of 
shipmasters,, and sov endangers the 
lives of thoir men. ■ "
